M. DE BLOWITZ’S CABLE TO THE

His Statements Are Made Upon the 
Authority of the Best Sources 
of Information in the 
French Republic. 


To get an authoritative forecast of the' 


action of the Supreme Court of France 
(the Court of Cassation) in the Dreyfus 
case, which will be officially announced 
to-morrow, the Post-Dispatch yesterday 
commissioned M. De Blowitz, the{ Paris 
correspondent of the London Timés and 
the most famous political correspondent in 
Europe, to ascertain the facts from ‘“high- 
est sources”’ and cable them.

At the moment 
when the curtain goes up on the last act 
of the drama, which has held the boards 
here for the last 18 months, it wants to 
know in advance, and with absolute cer- 
tainty, what the conclusion so feverishly 
awaited is to be.

long as this report has n6t been read from 
beginning to end—that Is to say, not before 
late on Tuesday afternoon—no one without 
special information can make any absolute- 
ly certain affirmation of the outcome.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—President Me- 
inley is sorely disappointed over the con- 
dition of the war in the Philippines.“ His 
hope has been that he would be able to 


avoid mixing the campaign for “‘benevolent | 


assimilation” of the Filipinos with that of 
a second term for himself in the White 
House. 

But the news from Manila has dispelled 
that hope. It is evident that Otis must 
have more men, To give him more sol- 
diers not only requires time, but the 
President must first get the soldiers to 
send to the front. 

Those of the regular army regiments that 
are not mere gkeletons are now filled with 
raw recruits, and more time will be re- 
quired to drill these men and make sol- 
diers of them. It is useless to send raw 
levies to fight in the Philippines. The best 
prospect now is, according to a War De- 
partment official, to make such offers to 
the volunteers now with Otis as will in- 
duce them to re-enlist for at least six 
monthe. 

The President's reluctance to enlarge the 
army to the full extent authorized by Con- 
gress presents another difficulty. In the 
meantime, the war will go on. We seem 
to need a bigger army to keep the Filipinos 
whipped than it required to whip them.

WAS REORGANIZED. 


TO PASS THE POLICE BILL. 


Assembly Now Committed to the 
Measure and Such Appropriations 
as the Board May Require. 


Vice-President Harry B. Hawes of the 
Police Board seems to have been the en- 
gineer of the reorganization of the House 
of Delegates, His object, of course, was Lo 
remove obstacles from the way of securing 
appropriations under the new police law, 

The story of Mr. Hawes’ part in the re- 


organization is told by the members of the 
opposition, 

It seems that he had been working for the 
reorganization ever since the new House 
of Delegates came into power under the 
control of the Mayor. 

Only two votes were needed. The o.d 
combination consisted of nine Republicans 
and six Democrats. One of the Democrats 
was Delegate Faulkner, son of Dr. Waulk- 
ner, Superintendent of Stables for the Po- 
lice Department. Faulkner had thrown his

It is understood that Mr. Hawes had as- 
surances from the Ziegenhein crowd that 
the bills allowing 100 additional men wceuld 
be passed. He waited patiently for them to | 
do something, but finally became convinced | 
that the Ziegenhein crowd did not intend | 
to keep its promises. Delegate Faulkner 
then decided to go over to the other side. 
Another ‘vote was needed. It came from |

when the Mayor formed a combinatoin in 
the Council which left Kratz and Carroll 
and two other members of the “‘solid seven”’ 
out in the cold, Kratg induced Gutke to 
flop to the. Murrell faction in the House, 
The reorganization followed. 

It is said that every member of the Mur- 
re'l faction is absolutely bound by the most 
solemn pledges to pass the police bill now 
pending, which allows 100 additional men, 
and the police appropriation bills, which 
will be asked by the Board. 

Since the reorganization the friends 
of the Mayor have been loudly declaring 
that Mr. Hawes made a mistake when he 
brought about a reorgafiization. They say 
the Mayor was Mr. Hawes’ best friend and 
all would have come right had the Mayor's 
crowd been allowed to gontinue in power.

RULES CHANGED) 


About 4000 Offices Released 
From Their Operation. 


LiStT OF THOSE AFFECTED. 


| ares PRESIDENT MAKES AN OF- 


FICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Among Those Excepted Are Pension 
Examining Surgeons, and Many 
Places Under the War 
Department. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—President Mc- 


Kinley to-day issued the amendments to 
the Civil Service rules which he has had 
under consideration for about a year. They 
release from the operations of the Civil 
Service rules about 4000 offices, Among 
such places are the following: 

Pension examining surgeons, Indians em- 
ployed in the Indéan Service not connected 
with the Indian School Service, and many 
places in the Engineer Department at 
large, the Quartermaster’s Department at 
large, the Subsistence Department at large, 
the Ordnance Department at large of fhe 
War Department. 

With reference to these places outside 
the War Department's service it is pro- 
vided that they shall be subject to regu- 
lations {Jo be prescribed by the Secretary of 
War and approved by the President, tnus 
placing thes@® branches of the service on 
substantially the same basis as the Navy 
Yard service. 

The following named employes or posi- 
tions which have been classified under the 
Civil Service act are excepted from the re- 
quirements of examination or registra 
tion, unless ctherwise stated: 

l. Not exceeding two private secretaries 
or confidential clerks to the President. 

2. Not exceeding two private secretaries 
or confidential clerks to the head of each 
of the eight executive departments. 

3. Not exceeding one private secretary 
‘or confidential clerk to each of the assist- 
ant heads of the eight executive depart- 
ments. 

4. Not exceeding one private secretary or 
confidential clerk to each of the following 
heads of bureaus appointed by the Presi- 
dent and confirmed by the Senate in the 
eight executive departments: 

The Commissioner of Interna] Revenue, 
the Treasurer of the United States, the 
Comptroller of the Currency, the Comp- 
troHer of the Treasury, the Superintendent 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey; in the 
War Department, the Major-Genera] com- 
manding the army, the Adjutant-General, 
the Inspector-General, the Judge Advocate- 
General, the Quartermaster-General, the 
Commissary-General of Subsistence, the 
Surgeon-General, the Paymaster-General, 
the Chief of Engineers, the Chief of Ord- 
nance, the Chief Signal Offtcer, the Chiez 
of the Record and Pension Office and the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings and 
Grounds, and in the Department of the In- 
terior, the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, the Commissioner of Patents, the 
Commissioner of Education, the Assistant 
Attorney-General for the Interior Depart- 
ment, the Director of the Geological Sur- 
vey, the Commissioner of Pensions.

“It was I that kidnapped Mabel Dalton,” 
Said little 13-year-old Eugene Housman to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday morning, 
“and I have never tried to deny it. I did 
it because I thought it was right and be- 
cause I felt sorry for the little girl who 
had been forced to be away from her mam- 
ma. I've got a mamma myself, and I know 
I would hate it if somebody would come 
and take me away and never let me come 
home again.”’ 

Eugene Housman is possibly the youngest 
kidnapper on record. He is a bright little 


fellow and assists his father, Eugene Hous- 
man, in the postoffice at Maplewa@od. The 
boy described in detail to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter how he succeeded in getting little 
6-year-old Mabel Dalton away from the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Colburn and 
delivering her safely to her mother, Mrs, 
Hannah Dalton, in St. Louis. ms 

“I was acquainted witi little Mabel,” he 
said, “and we sometimes played together, 
and I liked her very much. I used to hear 
her talk about her madmma and I knew that 
she wanted to get back to her mighty bad, 
o say much 
about Mrs. Colburn, for they would whip 
her. So when I learned that Mabel’s mam- 
ma wanted to get her back and when papa 
told me that some people had come there 
for her and that the only way to get her 
was to steal her away, I asked him to let 
me hel».”’ 

The boy’s father stated that he only 
laughed at the boy when he asked to assist 
in the alleged abduction. He was trying to 
think of the best means to pursue to get 
away from the Colburns when he heard lit- 
tle Hugene say: 

‘‘Flere she is, papa.’ 

The boy came running toward the post- 
office with the little girl in his arms. Mr. 
Housman didn't have time to say anything 
until young Housman had lifted the gir 
into his buggy, which was standing near 
and was driving away with her.

The Colburns had seen him take the "'ttle 
girl in his arms and lift her into the buggy 
and the boy feared that they might attempt 
to overtake him. So he lost no time in the 
flight, and the horse wus wet with foam 
when he halted at the Webster Groves 
home and gallantly lifted his charge to the 
ground and led her into the house. She was 
safe after reaching his home.

It Led Stella Armstrong to 
Kill Herself. 


SHE TOOK CARBOLIC ACID. 


HEE HEART BROKEN OVER HER 
SISTER’S CONDUCT. 


An Aged Father Plunged in Grief—Re- 
markable Troubles Come to an 
Old Family From 
Kentucky. 


Stella Armstrong made repeated attempts 
to rescue her sister, Sadie, who left home 
and family four years ago. Failure at- 
tended her every effort, and late Sunday 
night Stella swallowed a potion of carbolic 
acid and her life went out at the City Hos- 
pital shortly after 7 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing. 

Stella Armstrong was 20 years old. She 
Was a daughter of William M. Armstrong 
and her home was at 6810 Old Manchester 
road. The fatal draught was swallowed 
at the home of Mrs. Wetzel, 1521 Sulphur 
avenue, where she was temporarily stop- 
ping. 

Enoch Williams is a grocer’s clerk and 
he boards with Mrs. Wetzel, who is his 
aunt. It was 11:20 o’clock Sunday night 
when young Williams entered his aunt’s 
home. As he entered the front door he 
noticed that the door leading into Stella’s 
room was ajar and that a light was burn- 
ing. As he started to pass by he saw the 
girl cross the room and lift a glass to her 
lips. She was fully dressed and Williams 
paused to speak to her. While he stood 
in the door the girl raised the glass to her 
lips and drained the contents. At that in- 
stant he thought she was only taking a 
drink of water and made no effort to pre- 
vent her. 

In another moment she had fallen to the 
floor. Williams ran to her side, at first too 
shocked to do anything in her behalf. 

She managed to gasp out: “Tell papa 
and sister Norah.’’ Then she sank back on 
the floor. The young man aroused the 
household and a doctor was summoned. 
But the powerful acid had not been diluted 
and though antidotes were administered no 
relief came. An ambulance was summoned 
and the unfortunate girl was removed to 
the City Hospital, where she died early 
Monday morning. She was unconscious most 
of the time and the only words she spoke 
were those to young Williams when she 
asked that her father and sister be sent 


for. 

W. M. Armstrong, the girl’s father. and 
Robert Bishop, a relative living at 1523 Sul- 
phur avenue, next door-to the house where 
the acid was swallowed, called at the City 
Hospital an hour after Stella’s death was 
announced. 

Mr. Armstrong was 80 overcome by grief 
when he heard of his daughter's death that 
at first he could scarcely speak. The Arm. 
strongs came from Davis County, Ky., ten 
years ago. There were Sadie, Norah and 
Stella, three daughters. Mr. Armstrong 
was a merchant there, but failing health 
caused him to retire. 

The first great grief that came on the 
family was something over four years ago, 
when Sallie left the parental roof. She 
was young then and her folly and the 
shame that she brought on the home would 
have been overlooked. But she would not 
have it so. All efforts to reclaim her were 
in vain. The glamor of the Jife she had 
adopted was still upon her, and the scales 
still covered her eyes. 

Stella refused to be reconciled to her sis- 
ter’s fate. She did not give up hope until 
a few months ago, when the misguided 
girl disappeared. It was then noticed that 
Stella grew more reserved and took less 
interest in her home duties. A few weeks 
ago she went to live with Miss Wetzel. Sun- 
day afternoon she was at home with her 
parents and it was observed that she was 
unusually sad and dejected. 

The cause for Steila’s ending of her youn 
life was told in a brief note left addresse 
to her father. It merely said that she had 
given up all hope of Sadie ever returning 
home, and there whs nothing further in life 
for her. While he told the story the old 
father could not keep the tears back and 
the sympathies of those who heard the re-

=xtersive Precautions Taken to Pre- 


vent Disorder. 

PARIS, May 29.—The Court of Cassation 
met to-day to ‘hear the debates in the ap- 
plication for a revision of the Dreyfus case. 
The doors of the Palace of Justice were 


opened at 11 o'clock: Persons connected 
with the case, newspaper men and others 
began to arrive half an hour previously. 
There was much animation in the lobbies 
of the Palace, but the crowds in the vi- 
cinity were not large. Extensive precau- 
tions were taken to Seog order inside 
and outside the building. The Colonel- 
Commanding the guard at the Palace has 
been given special reinforcements, by ‘the 
Military Governor A Paris, Gen. Zurlinden, 
and considerable forces of military and 
mounted police have been assembled at the 
barracks in the vicinity of the court. 

The witnesses who have testified in the 
Dreyfus case were admitted by a door on 
the left of the Palace and those con- 
nected with the trial of Mme. Deroulede 
and Marcel Habert, for inciting soldiers to 
insubordination in connection with the elec- 
tion of President Loubet which is also be- 
fore the court .to-day, were admitted by 
another door on the right of the building. 

Speculators about the palace were selling 
seats at points of vantage for from 10 to 
20 francs each, but tle business done was 
not as good as during the Zola trial, when 
they easily d6btained 40 francs for seats. 

The court room was filled with Parisian 
celebrities, the greater part of the hall 
having been reserved for ticket holders. 
Many judges belonging to other courts were 
among those present and absolute tran- 
quility prevailed. 

There were about: 20 ladi 
audience filling the galleries. 
The proceedings ‘commenced at noon. 
Amid profound silence, the President of the 
Civil Section of the court read his report 
on the case.

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WEST of the Mississippi, 
CITY LIGHTING POSSIBLE. 

The opinion of Supervisor O'Reilly, of the Lighting Depart- 
ment, that because St..Louis has no fund for the purpose a 
municipal lighting plant is out of the question ought not to 
discourage those who believe the city should and could do its

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own Jighting. 


, Several American. cities have acquired lighting plants with- 
out adding to their bonded debts. The Post-Dispatch has cited 
the examplés of Des ‘Mdtints, 16Wds Kalamazoo, Mich., and 
Springfield, Ill. It now calls attention to Galveston, Tex. 
Galveston has a lighting plant which is nearly free from 
debt, every cent of the purchase money being annual budget 
appropriations, such as the city would have paid in any event 
for lighting. The plant will be the city’s property without the 
issue of bonds. It will have practically cost the city nothing. 
St. Louis pays nearly $400,000 a year for lighting purposes, 
the figures for 1897 being electric lights $283,273, gas lights $40,- 
279, gusoline lamps $4669, lights in public buildings $61,426—a 


‘total of $389,647. 


This sum is over 6 per cent of $6,000,000. It is extortionate for 
a year’s lighting and offers a basis upon which a lighting 
plant can be secured if the city authorities want to reach the 
right conclusion. The problem is not solved right because the 
municipality is in control of corporation promoters and con- 
tractors.

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d ARBITRATION ACCEPTED. 


As recounted in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, the principle 
of arbitration has been accepted by the peace conference 
without debate, and the discussion will turn only upon the 
mode of its application. 

This was unexpected as it is gratifying. It is something 
practical. Disarmament may be looked for in the future, but 
that may safely be left to time if the nations commit them- 
selves to this principle. Even if the conference does hot go 
so far as to provide for regular and permanent tribunals, 
the fact that the military governments recognize arbitration 
as the best methods of composing differences will prove a very 
‘substantial protection against war. It will have a restrain- 
ing influence when some hot-headed Minister or ambitious 


military despot is in the mood to undertake an aggressive 


campaign.

The present tax laws, under which franchises are untaxed, 
embody a gross inequality of tax burdens. The rich, priv- 
ileged corporations oWning enormously valuable franchise 
privileges escupe taxation on their property and their share of 
the public burden is laid on the shoulders of the rent-payers 
and toiiing wage-earners and farmers. 

The franchise tax bills which were defeated in the State 
Legislature, merely provided for the equalization of taxation. 
They were fran.cd to bring into the tax levy over $500,000,000 
of franchise property, mostly free grants from the State and 
municipalities—now untaxed—and relieve the toilers of an un- 
just burden. 

In New York the Republican Governor and Legislature reec- 
ognizeil the injustice of the franchise-exemption system and 
responded to-the demand for equalization. In Missouri the 
Democratic Legislature was deaf to the demand of the people 
for justice and, yielding to the corrupt influences of the cor- 
poration lobby, perpetuated the inequality of taxation. It 
protected the corporation tax-dodgers. 

Can the Democratic State administration afford to stand 
on this ‘record of injustice and corporation subserviency? Can 
the Democratic party of Missouri survive such iniquity? 

Let the wrong be righted in an extraordinary session.

MAPLE ICE CREAM.—Put one pint of 
maple syrup in a saucepan over the fire 
and bring quickly to the boiling point. Boil 
for five minutes, take from the fire and 
pour slowly over the yolks of six eggs, 
which have been beaten until light and 
thick. Set over boiling water and stir and 
beat until the mixture is sufficiently thick 
to coat the back of a spoon. Strain and 
set aside until cold, stirring occasionflly. 
Add one pint of rich cream and one tea- 
spoonful of vanila and freeze as usual. 


TO IMPROVE CANNED FRUIT.-Open- 
ing canned fruit an hour or two before 
using, that it may regain the excluded oxy- 
gen, improves the flavor. It_ should be 
turned at once into an earthen dish. 

WALL PAPER PASTE.—A paste for wall 
paper is made by moistening some starch 
with cold water until of the consistency of 
cream. Then pour on boiling water and 
stir until quite smooth. Lat it boil once, 
and just before removing it from the fire 
add’ a small quantity of powdered glue.

It qi- 
vides merchandise Into 88 classes, and re- 
quires the department store keeper to pay 
a license fee of from $300 to 00 a year on 
each class of goods that he Keeps. The clas- 
sification is so minute as to exclude gloves, 
embroideries, apool silk, etc., from the cate 
egory of dry foods,

the department stores and compel people 
to buy only of the email dealers.

‘‘Fatner Bill’ Curtis the Veteran East- 
ern Authority Declares Himeelf 
on the Subject.

it geen at Dr. Cornwall's cflice. 

And last, and most terrible of all, it brings 
vividly to mind the horrible death of his 
jbrother, Herbert Cornwali, in St. Louis two 
years ago by Dr. Cornwaill’s hand. 

Thousands of persons believe Dr. Rich- 
mond Cornpwall was the murderer of all 
these persons, and his suicide will serve only 
as convincing proof to these. 

A few, among them his aged father, his 
wife, sister and other relatives, believe he 
was innocent of Mm ’*cercvus intent in ail the 
cases. They cannot Geny that he killed 
his brother. for he admitted that, but in} 
this case. they believe he acted in defense | 
of his own and his faiier’s life | 

In dying Dr. Cornwall left no word that 
will se): to cleal away. Une clouds of mys- 
tery that hang ~bout these deaths.

JAMES H. LYNCH, JR., SHOT HIS 
WIFE AND STEPSON. 


THEN TRIED TO KILL HIMSELF. 


All Three Will Recover—Lynch Was in 
a State of Nervous Collapse When 
He Fired the Shots, 


James H. Lynch, Jr., saloonkeeper of 
Mast St. Louis, shot his wifa his stepson, 
William Kelley and himself just after noon 
Sunday in his saloon, 31s North Front street, 
that city. He and the stepson are not seri- 
ously wounded; the wife is, but is expected 
to recover. All are at St. Mary’s Hospl- 
tal, East St. Louis. , 

The cause of the triple shooting was 
trivia]. Lynch was jn a high state of ner- 
vous tension Sunday and the least thing 


served to irritate him beyond measure. He 
ordered his stepson to fill a tub in the bar- 
room with water. The boy—he is only 16— 
carried the tub to the hydrant instead of 
filling it with a bucket, as Lynch seemingly 
desired. Lynch grew very angry over this 
and demanded that the boy obey orders. 
Mrs. Lynch interfered and Lynch cursed 
and swore at both of them. The woman 
declared that the tub coulu be moved with- 
out spilling its contents. Lynch said it was 
impossible. With the aid of her son, Mrs, 
Lynch did it. 

This angered [Iuynch the more and he be- 
gan to act like a crazy man. He moved to- 
ward Kelley as if to strike him, but Mrs. 
Lynch interfered. Then Lynch swore “he'd 
fix ’em.”’ and went away. 

Lynch's place is a two-story frame build- 
ing facing west on the levee. The lower 
front room is the saloon, the middle room 
the dining room, and the rear one is the 
kitchen. The sleeping rooms are upstairs. 
The first row occurred in the kitchen. 

When Lynch went away, he stepped into 
the saloon, went behind the bar and se- 
cured a pistol. In the meantime Mrs. 
Lynch had entered the dining room. Her 
back was toward Lynch, who re-entered the 
dining room and giving her no warning, 
raised his weapon and fired. The bubet 
went through her left lung and she pct 
screaming tq the floor. 

Young Kelley, hearing his mother’s cries 
after the shot, rushed into the room, ran 
to her side and Knelt by her. Lynch, wilid 
with excitement and rage, fired again. The 
bullet struck the boy in the left shoulder 
and he fell beside his mother. 

Lynch went back into the saloon and be- 
gan drinking glass after glass of whisky. 
A crowd coliected. His old father entered 
and the son leveled his pistol at his parent, 
but the latter Knocked him arm aside. Then 
Lynch put the weapon in his pocket and re- 
sumed drinking. Nobody interfered; all 
were afraid to approach the frenzied man. 
Ihe father went to care for the wounded, 
and Drs. De Haan and Doyle were sum- 
moned. 

Finally, Lynch walked slowly into the 
dining room where his wife and stepson 
were. He looked at them a moment, then 
took the pistol, put it to his left temple and 
fired. The ball glanced from the skull and 
he was not seriously hurt. Hg howled 
lustily for help, and was carried out of the 
room, 

The doctors dressed Mrs. Lynch’s and 
Kelley’s wounds temporarily and they, with 
Lynch, were sent to St. Mary's Hospital, 
where they are now. Lynch and Kelley are 
doing well and wiil be out soon. (Mrs. Lynch 
has good chances for recovery.
